MYSTERY DEATH 
13 REGULT Ob}"<5 
BROKEN ULCER 


A report from the University 
of Cayternia laboratories with re- 
gard ‘to the death of Henri Cle- 
verie, 674 Broawday, San Fran- 
| einGo, whose body was found just 
north of the Richmond-San Rafael 
ferry slip Monday morning, reveal- 
ed that he died as the’ result of a 
perforated ulcer of the* stomach, 
Coroner Aubrey. Wilson announc- 
ed. yesterday. 

Mystery surrounded the finding 
of the body and an autopsy fail-. 
ed to disclose any cause of death. 
It was at first suspected’ that 
Claverie died of poisoning but 
this was disproved by examina- 
tion at the University laboratories. 

Fellow roomers of Claverie in 
San Francisco, Joseph Jacoment 
and John Charbet identified the 
body upon coming to Richmond 
and stated that he had always ap- 
peared to have money and that 
so far as was known he left no 
relatives. 

Last rites will be conducted by 
the ‘Seminole Tribe of Red Men of 
San Francisco, of which lodge 
Claverie was a member.
